JACKSON, Miss (Special) - Hancock 
County hunting and fishing license 
sales totaled $3,002 for the period 
from July 1, 1952 through June 30, 
1953, and 1,484 licénses were sold, 
according to Wade Creekmore, Director 
of the Mississippi Game and Fish 
Commission. 

A total of 258,846 licenses, amount- 


ing to $565,635.25, were sold by the 
commission, and this figure, which in- 
cludes licenses sold out of state, repre- 
sents a slight increase over sales for 
last year which brought in $552,896.80 
for 256, 368 licenses. 

The counties having the largest 
gales were Bolivar with a total reve- 
nue of $13,789.25; Coahoma with $12,- 
902; Harrison with -$16,489; Hinds 
with $28,017; -Warren with $13,010 
and Washington with $19,660.
